These are simple statistics, but considered in context of time and place, 
they take on added meaning.

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Looking Backward Through Our History 




The development of public ed- 
ucation in Jeffersonville has 
been an interesting process. 
Many problems have been 
solved and decisions made. Or- 
dinary human prejudice has 
been a major problem. In early 
days people looked upon Public 
Education as a charitable insti- 
tution. With the building of two 
new schools for public use a pri- 
vate school flourished on the ad- 
joining block. Time solved this 
problem and private education 
passed away. 

A spirit of Nationalism carried 
from Europe served as a source 
of friction between German and 
English groups but school of- 
ficials were inclined to be con- 
ciliatory and these prejudices 
died with passing generations. 

Racial prejudice had been evi- 
dent in early developments but, 
after one short-lived attempt to 
provide opportunities in the same 
building, both white and Negro 
schools enjoyed the same cur- 
riculum and had building facili- 
ties similar but separate. Time 
integrated these groups into a 
harmonious educational program. 

Jeffersonville High School 
seems to have made a speciality 
of outgrowing its buildings. There 
is evidence that school officials 
have sincerely tried to develop a 
curriculum to meet the needs of 
city young people, even though 
hampered by facilities. 

Through the years the curricu- 
lum has changed with the times 
to provide the youth of Jeffer- 
sonville with various programs 
with emphasis in areas of voca- 
tion, art, and music available. 
Teachers of highest qualifications 
have been obtained and those in 
service are urged to increase col- 
legiate training. Married women 
were not permitted to hold teach- 
ing positions until the 1950's— 
then equality was reached. 

This tradtional high school- 
first organized in 1868— has 
found solid foundations within 
the community, has had many 
students pass beneath its arch, 
and will provide experiences 
mixed with memories for One 
Last Look.

And I'm sure in future 
years J.H.S. will be the school 
that leads this area in innova- 
tions, new curriculum as well as 
in the Standard programs/ 7 he 
said. "I also feel after we get the 
new high school, Jeff will have 
the number I high school in the 
state." 

Mr. Reeves accepted the posi- 
tion of Superintendent of the 
Concorn Community School Sys- 
tem in Elkhart, Indiana, where he 
formerly held the position of 
principal at Elkhart High School. 

In parting Mr. Reeves said, "I 
hope in the future I will be visit- 
ing with the students and faculty 
of J.H.S. And 111 be here to buy 
Jeff's entire football team a 
steak dinner at the victory cele- 
bration when we play New 
Albany!"

The primary concern or pur- 
pose of the A.V. Department, lo- 
cated in the former Administra- 
tion Building, is the implementa- 
tion of audio-visual materials in 
the school's curriculum. To 
achieve this purpose the depart- 
ment is responsible for the fol- 
lowing areas: (a) audio-visual 
materials, films, filmstrips, rec- 
ords, tapes, transparencies, etc. 
to provide learning experiences; 

(b) special equipment— various 
types of projectors, recorders, 
phonographs, duplicating equip- 
ment, and screens to make ex- 
periences visible and/or audible; 

(c) class room facilities for power- 
ing the equipment for making 
them memorable; (d) bringing all 
of the preceding together at a 
time appropriate for the teacher 
and the class; (e) helping teach- 
ers to select and use audio-visual 
materials and equipment 
effectively. 

Since the 1969-70 school year, 
some materials such as tapes, 
filmstrips, records, and trans- 
parencies as well as a large 
portable screen and a drymount 
press have been added to the 
department. 

At present both facilities and 
equipment are limited. However, 
the department is looking toward 
the 1971-72 school year and the 
new high school where im- 
proved facilities and equipment 
will better help this area serve 
the total school program.

Languages 



The Language Department con- 
tinues to emphasize communica- 
tion with other people through 
speaking and studying other 
languages. The opportunity and 
ability provided by this knowl- 
edge of languages will better our 
understanding of the people, 
their culture, and their problems. 
In the various language courses 
pattern sentences and questions 
as well as sample conversations 
based upon possible real situa- 
tions permit practice in using the 
language. Studying grammar 
and structure reinforce and ex- 
plain the spoken language. In the 
lab tapes encourage correct pro- 
nunciation and serve as a means 
of comparison with native lin- 
guistics. Students build up vo- 
cabulary and capability by giv- 
ing short speeches, by playing 
word games, and by creating 
skits. 

In the second and third year 
programs offer more opportunity 
for self-expression. Students can 
better read and discuss con- 
versational materials in small 
groups. Horst Schlichtkrull, our 
exchange student from Ger- 
many, visits German classes fre- 
quently. The Spanish students are 
planning a trip to Mexico while 
the French students are busily en- 
gaged in raising funds for a trip 
to Canada. Many dinners and 
parties have been held informal- 
ly to introduce various menus to 
the groups— admission by special 
German, Spanish, or French 
recipe only. A Latin banquet will 
be served by costumed Gallic 
slaves to their toga-clad mas- 
ters. The Language Department 
seeks to give all students an op- 
portunity to become proficient 
and strives to make this learning 
enjoyable.

The Mathematics Department 
offers programs for students who 
wish to complete 1, 2, 3, 4, or 5 
years of mathematics courses 
while attending high school. If 
the student wishes to have the 
maximum preparation, he 
"doubles up" by taking two 
mathematics courses in one year 
(preferably during the sopho- 
more year). 

Our latest curriculum revision 
became effective in September, 
1970, when fourth-year mathe- 
matics became Introduction to 
Analysis, and Calculus was intro- 
duced as the fifth-year course. 

At the freshman level, the in- 
coming student may enroll in 
four different mathematics 
courses: Basic Mathematics, Pre- 
Algebra, Elementary Algebra 
(regular), or Elementary Algebra 
(enriched). Ability groupings in 
freshman, sophomore and junior 
years are intended to give each 
student the opportunity to work 
at a level that most nearly suits 
his own achievement and ability.

Exploratory Teaching is a pro- 
gram of one semester coordi- 
nated by Mr. Hutslar, Social 
Studies chairman. The purpose of 
this course is to give potential 
teachers an opportunity to visit 
classrooms at kindergarten, ele- 
mentary, and junior high levels 
as well as special education.

Investigative Study Functions in Science 




Limited by physical facilities 
the Science Department offers 
courses designed to enable all 
students to participate more in- 
telligently in our technological 
society. The investigative study 
of structures and functions of 
living organisms, their interac- 
tion with the environment and 
interdependence of populations 
and individuals is Biology. 
Another course designed to de- 
emphasize scientific terminology 
and classification is known as 
Biology— Living Things. 

Chemistry is built around con- 
cepts of atomic structure, bond- 
ing, stoichiometry, and other 
changes that accompany chemi- 
cal reactions. Chem Study is a 
more scientific procedure where- 
in student experiences in labora- 
tory investigation can be drawn 
upon directly. Physics is an in- 
vestigative study and synthesis 
of the fundamental concepts of 
mechanics, wave motion, heat, 
light, magnetism, electromagne- 
tism, and electricity. 

The Science Department will 
find much improved conditions at 
the new high school and plans 
additional courses at all grade 
levels both general and more 
technological in content.

Careers Stem from Industrial Training 



The Industrial Arts Depart- 
ment can train students for im- 
mediate employment upon grad- 
uation or it can provide the 
foundations for more advanced 
vocational training. The power 
mechanics class offers the stu- 
dents an opportunity to learn the 
theory of operation of the mod- 
ern automobile, electric motors, 
gasoline, diesel, gas, and other 
fuel burning engines, and the 
role these devices play in Ameri- 
can industry. Emphasis is placed 
on a study of the components 
that make up these different 
power-producing devices in order 
that the student understands and 
be able to service them properly. 

The wood shop class gives stu- 
dents an activity approach to 
learning opportunities for in- 
dividual work. The study of fun- 
damental tools, materials, and 
processes make other required 
courses more meaningful as the 
direct correlation is compared. 
The practice and concern for safe 
work habits are stressed. Stu- 
dents are introduced to career 
opportunities qualifying them to 
better judge manufactured 
products as well as instructing 
them in the function and sig- 
nificance of industrial technology. 

In the drafting lab basic in- 
strument drawing and sketching 
lead to more advanced drawing, 
architecture; then, the third year 
program, machine drawing. The 
first year deals with four major 
areas: mechanical drafting, di- 
mensioning and sectional views, 
auxiliary views and pictorial 
drawings, and developments and 
intersections.

Nothing can quite compare 
with the sensation you feel when 
the curtain rises on opening 
night. Regardless of whether 
you're the star of the show or just 
one of the stage-hands there's 
still that feeling of tense antici- 
pation. For the star it's especially 
hectic. He is in that last minute 
makeup session; then, dives for 
his position on stage. A quick 
look to see that lights are on 
properly, and with the script 
racing through his head the cur- 
tain rises. 

Suppose you are the star— the 
first thing you are aware of is the 
blinding lights. Through the semi- 
haze you are vaguely conscious 
of the audience, but through the 
course of the play they seem to 
melt away. As you are swept up 
in the current of the play, you are 
constantly listening for ques, 
following the dialogue, sub- 
consciously worrying whether or 
not the stage-hands will change 
the lights in the third act. You 
feel warm under the multitude of 
lights yet your skin is wet and 
clammy. A joke in the dialogue, 
you thought was funny in re- 
hearsals suddenly becomes dull. 
Before the end of the first act you 
can tell the play is going to be 
a success and you feel proud that 
you helped make it a success. 
There's always that tendency to 
ham up your part, but you try to 
curb yourself. You're working as 
a team, but can't resist the temp- 
tation to upstage one of the other 
actors. Between the acts you 
scramble madly for the makeup. 
Everyone needs a little touching 
up and to quickly change 
costumes. 

If you are a good actor, you'll 
receive good reviews. If, on the 
other hand, you're new and un- 
experienced, you'll find yourself 
tense. You will try to relax, but 
yet feel those ever present butter- 
flies. The play moved swiftly. 
Realizing its success your actions 
become freer as the play pro- 
gresses. As the curtain falls, you 
feel tired but proud— a little 
warm, but very happy.

Winning sectionals isn't every- 
thing as many Red Devil fans 
confess after the stunning loss to 
Floyd Central. Although most 
coaches work towards the sea- 
son-ending sectional, regional, 
semi-state and finals, regular 
season games do not go un- 
noticed. This first year Coach 
Marshall giuded his Demon crew 
to a 15-5 regular-season final 
record. Not only was it the Devils 
best record in some time, but 
with it, Coach George Marshall 
and crew brought home at least 
a share of the South Central Con- 
ference Crown.

1970-71 saw Coaches Chees- 
man and Ehringer at the helm of 
the Devil Cinderman for the sec- 
ond year. Every year it seems 
like one is hit with the words 
"youth" and "potential" when 
dealing with Red Devil track 
fortunes.
